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GOVERNMENTAL CONTROL.

The question of the national control

of railroad and telegraph sysiems of
the United states is being discussed in
the papers. The monopohstic ten-
dencies of all corporation haye aroused
the people to a realization of the fact
that danger is threatened to the free
institutions of this country by these
combinations of capital, and for
this reason very many believe that
the government should take the man-
angement of them. The subject isn
broad one, und & great many argu-
ments can be produced for and against
the proposition. The regulation of
rates would be & matter of legislation
if the government had control of cor-
porations, and thess could be reduced
to thelowest winimum. This would be
a great advantage to prodacers and
shippers, and excessive charges would
not be any longer a cause of complaint.
The railroad and telegraph have be-
come 8o necessary in the modern busi-
ness world that they should be placed
cn an equal footing with the postoffice,
and the great facilities offered by
them should be within the reach of all
citizens. Ifit is deemed important that
communication between indidviduoals
should be & branch of govermaent,
and the price reduced to a mere pit—
tance, is it not as great necessity that
the farmer and producer should enjoy
the advantage of the railroad aud
steamship lines to take to market the
product of the soil, and that all citi-
zens should have access to the tele-
grapb at the lowest pessible tarifi?
This century has been one of remark-
able advancement, and in the progress
of events matters which were once
-néidered Juxuries ore now almost
abgolute necessitier. For the conven—
ience of the people p.2:al routes are
established in every accessible portion
of the country, and for two cents a
message will be taken thousands of
wiles. In the future the same neces—
ity will exist for the ielegraph and
the railroad, and these will be branches
of the public service.

The Democratic papers are not
through with their jubilations over
the victory in Ohio, and the editorial
columns of every Bourbon exchange
are slill crowded with exultations over
the recent election.

In many instances,
by their benevolent interference they
saved the infant settlements from
frightful massacres. 1fthe Americans
Lad followed the plans adopted by
these honest. Scotchmen, the history of
Oregon and Washington would not
bhave been blotted by the terrible
murders and assassinations which now
mark 1its pages. Oregonians should
not be ungrateful, and should remem-
ber the kind acts of Dr. McLoughlin,
chief factor of the Hudson Bay Co. at
Vauccuver, who by unselfish benevo-
lence, saved many pioneer families
from actual starvation. The settie-
ment of the northwest was simply a
contest between Scotch sagacity and
Yankee ingenuity, and if our country-
men were worsted, we should not heap
calumny upon those who now lie
buried in our soil, and who made it
possible for white men to live in what
is now the most progressive portion of
the union.
